New Yoik: 

POPE PIUS IX. 
Venerable Brother, health and Apostolio 
Benediction: Among the various and most 
oppressive cares which weigh on us in these 
turbulent and perilous times, we are greatly 
afflicted by tbe truly lametitable state in 
which the Christian people of the United 
States of America are placed by tbe de- 
structiTe dvil war broken out among them. 

For, Tenerable brother, we csn not but be 
overwhelmed witb tbe deepestsorrow while 
we recspitulate, with paternal feelings, tbe 
sisoghter, ruin.'destruction, devasta'.ion, and 
the other innumerable and ever-to-be-de- 
plored calamities by which tbe people them- 
selves are most miserably harassed and di- 
lacerated. Ilenca, we have not ceased to 
offer up, in tbe humility of our hearts, our 
most fervent prsyeis to God, that He would 
deliver tbem from so many and so great 
evils. 

And we srs fully ssanred tbat you, also, 
venerable brother, pray and implore, with- 
out ceasing, the Lord of Mercies to grant 
solid peace and prosperity to tbat country. 
But since we, by v'.rtue of the ofSco of our 
apostolic ministry, embrace, with the deep- 
est sentiments of charity, all the nations o!

Wherefore, omit nothing you can under- 
take and accomplish by your wisdom, an 
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The Gatt«-i|»ercteiyea» ' 
' The' tre^'^ eallisll fl^ tsonbbdra; Oatts, 
which furnishes tbe gutta-percha, is a na- 
tive of tbe Indian Archipelago and Hie 'ad- 
jacent lands. A few years since this sub- 
stance, now of such widely extended use, 
was totally unknown in Europe, for though 
from time immemorial tbe Malays employ- 
ed it for making the bandlea of their hatchets 
sod creesea, it wi|s only in the yesr 1843 
thst Ifr. Montgomery an 'English 'aurgeon, 
having casually become acquainted with ita 
vslnable properties. Sent sn seoonnt of it, 
witb samples, to the Boysl Society, for 
which he received its gold model. Tbe 
fame of the uew article spread rapidly 
throughout the 'world; science and specola- 
i tion seized upon it witb equal eagerness; it 
was immediately analizad, studied, and tried 
in every possible way, so that it is now as 
well known and as extensively used as if it 
bad been in our possession for centuries. — 
Tbe Isooandra Gutts is a large high tree, 
with a dense crown of rather amall dark 
green leaves, snd a round amootb trunk.— 
Tba white blossoms cbsnge into a swiet 
fruit, eontoining an oily subetsnce fit for 
culinary use. The wood is soft, spongy and 
contains longitudinal cavities filled witb 
brown stripes of gutta-percha.

Tbe solid lesidium, which is 
the gutta-peroba of eemmeree, is floslly 
softened in hot wster, snd pressed into tbe 
form of sisbs or flat pieeaa, gaaarally a foot 
broad, a foot and a-half long, and three 
inches thick. Ontta-percba bas many 
properties in common with caoutchouc, 
beingcompletely ioaoluble in water, tenacious 
but not elastic, and an extremely bad con-

Important. — We copy tbe following 
i from the Revised Statutes of Kentmiif, ch^p. 
' 31, act 12, sections 8 and 13: 
I "Sec. 8. Any judge, sheriff or clerk, who 
I shall receive, or assent to receive, or record 
I a vote at an election, at any other time or 
place than that lawfully appointed, and any 
'judge or sheriff who shull knowingly and 
unlawfully receive tbe vote of any other 
than a qnalidOd voter, er so re/use to receive 
tAe sate of a gudltfied voter, shall for every 
such offense be imprisoned from one to six 
months, or fined from fifty to five hundred 
dollars, forfeit any oftice he then holds, and 
be disqnal fied from ever holding any office. 

"Seo. 13. Any person who, by himself or 
in aid ol others, shall forcibly break up, or 
prevent, or a'tempt to break up, the lawful 
holding of an election, or so obstruct or 
attempt to obstruct the same, or so prevent, 
or attempt toprevent, any qualified voter from 
giviisg his voto, shall be fined from fifty to 
five hundred dollars, or imprisoned not more 
than one year." 

These provisions of law, among others, 
are required to be specially given in charge 
by the Judge of the Circuit Court to the 
Gand Jury first con vened after any general 
election, and 00 Tuesday last were very pro- 
perly referred to by Jud^e Doniphan in his 
charge to the Campbell County Grand Jury. 

Washinoton, August 5. — The National 
Republican contains an editorial, of which 
much semi-official importance is attached.

He furniahed a liat of names — the 
candidates of the •so-cal1ed» Union party — 
declared them loyal, and that votes might 
be recorded for them. lie said that if the 
Judges would indorse other camlidates ns 
loyaT men voles might be given for them, 
but that the Jadp;e3 would be held responsi- 
ble; and that if any man voted for, should 
be hereafter be declared disloyal by the 
military authorities, the Judges would be 
punished, bnt what tbe punishment would 
be be was not authorized to say .

The Judges, overawed by the military, 

and not feeling competent to indorse the 
loyalty of a long list of candidates, peraon- 
aliy unknown to theru, and not willing to 
incur a threatened military penalty, as yet 
undefined, allowed rotes to bo cast only for 
the ticket furnished them by the aCforesaid 
Indiana Captain. 

After a few anaaceessful efforta to vote 
for Mr. Wickliffe, tbe Demoerata gave np 
the contest. In the precinct there are per- 
haps one hundred and fifty voters, but onZy 
nineteen votes were eaat— all for the Bram- 
lette ticket. 

Old men who have been voting for forty 
and fifty years were denied the privilege of 
voting yesterday, while mere youths, just 
oat of their minority, freely voted. Men of 
eBABAOTBB and iMrLUEKCE, among whom 
waa an old Qo^pd Minister (not a pulpit 
political wrangler), wbo bad been a legal 
oier fifty- seven yea^a, were refused tbe right 
to vote, while a young man. Jmmen to te a 
thief, cast his vote for Bramlette & Co. Men 
of large wealth, who pay heavy taxes to 
support the State and National Govern- 
ments, were not allowed to vote for a Rep- 
resentative in the National Congress, or for 
State and County officers, while "squatters," 
"sponges,'* and men from whom the Na- 
tional Oovernment will never receive a 
dime, and tbe Suta Government nothing 
more than a head tax, voted witbont let or 
hindrance.

He con- 
demns the course of the Provost Marshal 
in commencing the draft withonlconsulting 
with the city or State authorities, at a time 
when the militiamen were absent at the 
seat of war, while there wera not even sol- 
dlera enough to man the fortifications io the 
harbor. The Governor complains of un- 
iaimasain the enrollment, and thinks in the 
lottery fcr boman life, aa be termed it, 
there sboald be atrlet impartlallity. 

In the rural districts the draft haa been 
executed with justice, and conscripts have 
accepted their fate without a murmur, and 
sometimes joyfully. In the districts ol 
New York, however, with a population 
much less, the number to be drafted is in 
some cases double that of the former.— 
The attack on the enrolling officers, which 
subsequently grew Into the most destruc- 
tive riot known in the history of the conn- 
try, he prnnoaoces nnjustifiable. In speak- 
ing further of riots in New York, he says 
the disregard for law and^dlsrespect lor ju- 
dicial tribunals produced ^heir natural re- 
sults of robbery and arson, accompanied 
by murderous outrages in a helpless place, 
and for a time the very existence of the 
commercial metropolla of oar ooantry waa 
threatened. 

It is gratifying to know that tbe citinns 
of New York were able, witboat material 
assistanoa fiom tbe State or Nation, to pat 
down tbia dangerous insurrection. For a 
time it had not means to protect its own ar- 
senals and navy yar:ls; one thonsand men 
could have seized them oM and then need 
the armaments for the destruction of tbe 
shipping and the city itself, to say nothing 
of the vessels which were at that time en- 
gaged io burning our merchant ships al- 
most within sight of oar coast. The Gov- 
ernor alao oomplaina that no credit has been- 
given to tbe ei^ for tbe namber of volim- 
teera sent and the noble exertlona of the 
militia In times of peril; be therefore asks 
for a snspense, at least, of tbe draft tilT ita 
constitutionality Is tested. 

The President, in reply, under date of 
Au-ust 7. says he can not suspend the draft 
in New York beause the time is too impor- 
tant. He admits the disparity of quotas in 
the different seetiona, and aceoante for it 
1^ tbe fact that no many more who were 
anSt for duty are In the city than In tbe 
ooantry, wbo have too recently arrived from 
Europe Co be ineladed in tbe oansaa of 
1860, still he worid not oonrider {that rea- 
son sufficient.
